The electric company spends money 


advertising how to save electricity, and 
then recently they figured in more of an 
increase than they really need to make 
up for the money they think they'll lose 
from people trying to conserve. The big 
thing they seem to push is more in- 
sulation for our homes. Does adding 
insulation help much, or is this just 
another way to get even more money 
from us? 


Proper insulation can increase your 


heating and cooling system's efficiency 
by as much as 20 to 30 per cent, ac- 
cording 
to 
the 
Federal 
Energy 


Administration (FEA). That means 
that you can conceivably save between 
20 and 30 cents on the dollar on the cost 
of operating your air conditioning 
system, which should be of interest to 
everyone. 


The FEA says that adding insulation 


is a relatively inexpensive measure 
that you can do yourself, and could 
easily reduce your overall energy cost 
by 10 per cent. 


"If every household were caulked 


and weatherstripped, the equivalent of 
580,000 barrels of home heating fuel 
could be saved each winter day," a 
spokesman for the FEA noted. 


Texas Power & Light Co., by the way, 


does not actually insulate homes, and 
therefore would not directly profit from 
your adding insulation to your house. 


How do you make fireplace logs out of 


newspapers? I've read you're supposed 
to soak them in some sort of solution, 
but I've lost the article telling what kind 
of solution it is. 


Action Line has located one method of 


making 
fireplace 
logs 
out 
of 


newspapers. It calls for rolling the 
newspapers as tightly as you can get 
them and then tying them with wire. 


Once tied in a tight roll, soak the log 


in melted paraffin until it is completely 
saturated. Let the logs dry completely 
before using. The paraffin causes the 
logs to burn for a much longer time. 


Several mail order houses sell plastic 


tools to use in rolling the newspapers 
tightly, but it can be done by hand if you 
take your time. 


How much is the audit of county 


records, which is currently underway, 
going to cost the county taxpayers? 
How long will it take to complete? 


The 1975 county audit, which has been 


completed and was presented to county 
commissioners Friday by accountant 
Phillip 
DeFranco, 
cost 
taxpayers 


$12,000. It took M.bout a year to com- 
plete. (Specifics as to what the audit 
revealed about county financing appear 
in today's Daily Sun.) 


Prior to 1975, the county's accounting 


procedures were such that an audit 
was impossible to conduct. 


In late 1974, county commissioners 


hired Land Gorman & Co., a consultant 
firm, to draw up a budgeting and ac- 
counting system 
which could be 


audited. That entire system cost about 
$60,000 to institute. The current audit is 
the first to be conducted after that new 
system was instigated.

Basically, Elkins prepares students for

FCC 
first-class 
license 


examination, which means that you 
would graduate qualified both as an 
announcer and with some technical 
skills. They also have a placement 
office to help you find a job. 


Your high school counselor can likely 


help you get on the right track, or you 
can contact Elkins directly at P.O. Box 
35267, Dallas, Texas 75235. 


What can all of us confused drivers do 


about the stop signs and 
difficult 


situation at the Beaton, 13th, and 
Northwood intersection? I don't mind 
the stop signs, but it is all very 
dangerous as there is a blind spot on the 
second stop sign going north down 13th. 


Police Chief Don Massey agreed with

'78 CHS seniors face 
stiffer 
requirements 


Students 
planning 
to 
be 


graduated from Corsicana High 
School in the future will have to 
meet stiffer requirements for 
their 
diploma 
following 
a 


change in school policy by 
trustees Monday night. 


At the request of CHS Prin- 


cipal Gus Nelson, the board 
approved a recommendation to 
increase 
graduation 


requirements from 60 quarters 
to 63 quarters. That means, 
beginning with 1978 seniors, 
students will have to take one 
more full year course of in- 
struction to graduate. 


Two quarters of that in- 


struction 
will 
have 
to 
be 


physical 
education 
courses, 


with a third quarter being an 
elective course. 


Nelson told the board that 


many CHS seniors now take 
only two or three courses their 
final year because they nave 
already 
met all but that 


number 
of 
graduation 


requirements. 


"IF THE SENIOR year is to 


have any validity," Nelson said, 
"then we need to provide a 
challenge for our students. I 
don't think the senior year 
ought to be the easiest year, and 
maybe we need to put a little 
pressure on our students to 
challenge 
themselves 
with 


some of our tougher courses." 


With the addition of the 


physical 
education 


requirements, Nelson said the 
emphasis of the P. E. depart- 
ment would also be changing. 


"We hope to teach 
our 


students how to constructively 
use leisure time," he said, "and 
we are going to be emphasizing 
carry-over sports much more." 


The high school will also be 


offering 
more 
co-ed 
P.E. 


courses next year, but only in 
"non-contact" 
sports. 
That 


move will bring the district into 
line with Title IX regulations 
barring sex discrimination in 
school P.E. classes. 


"I feel like what we're of- 


fering now is good," Nelson 
said, "but we want a new 
outlook on some of the courses. I 
think most of us know, because 
of television, how to play 
football. What we want to do is 
to provide the kids with some 
sports that they can continue 
after high school." 


DM 
EXPLAINING 
THE 


recommendation, Nelson noted 
that he had talked with a 
number of area high school 
principals, and that in general 
the move is toward stiffer 


graduation requirements. 


Another change will also 


require 
that 
high 
school 


students—including 
eighth 


graders who will be freshmen 
the next year—complete their 
schedule by May 31st of the 
previous school year. 


Nelson said he was making 


that the case because he wanted 
the students to learn to make 
and hold to longer-term goals, 
and to allow high school ad- 
ministrators more 
time 
to 


prepare master schedules for 
the following year. 


The added P.E. requirements 


will also free up some needed 
classroom space at the high 
school, Nelson told the board, 
by grouping larger numbers of 
students 
into 
single 
P.E. 


courses. 


Although the policy change 


request 
received unanimous 


approval 
from 
the 
board, 


member Albert Sanders said 
before he voted that he feared 
the board was taking the action 
before they considered every 
angle. 


"I'M NOT FIGHTING 
your 


program, Mr. Nelson," Sanders 
said, "but I want to be sure 
you've looked at all angles." 


School Supt. Mark Culwell 


told Sanders that the proposal 
had been studied and con- 
sidered by high school ad- 
ministrators for at least three 
years, and Nelson said he had 


already looked at the transcript 
of every CHS junior to be sure 
that all could graduate by 
taking a maximum 
of six 


courses next year. 


Sanders then voted in favor of

Culwell given contract, raise

School Supt. Mark Culwell 


was given a $4,000-a-year raise 
and another year on his con- 
tract following a 90-minute 
executive session of Corsicana 
school trustees. 


Culwell, who is completing his 


first year as superintendent of 
the, local district, will earn 
$28,000 a year on a three-year 
contract beginning in March. 


The raise still leaves the 


Corsicana 
superintendent's 


salary below that of com- 
parable school districts, and 


about even with the salary of 
superintendents 
of 
smaller 


districts. A survey of nine area 
school districts, done last year 
when trustees were searching 
for 
a 
new 
superintendent, 


showed that the average salary 
was about $30,000 a year, plus 
benefits. 


THE INCREASE CAME on a 


motion by board member Dr. 
James 
Price 
and 
was 


unanimously approved. 


Trustees also authorized the 


purchase of four new school 
buses for next year, which will 
cost the district about $60,000.

City action on the proposed 


widening of 7th Avenue was 
tabled indefinitely by the city 
commission Tuesday afternoon, 
though there were more people 
abstaining from the vote than 
approved the measure. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood and 


Commissioner Gene Johnson 
both abstained from voting on 
the matter because of their 
businesses along the thorough- 
fare., 
Commissioner 
H. R. 


Stroube Jr. abstained 
also, 


saying later he has always 
favored a loop around Cor- 
sicana. 


With these three sustaining, 


Commissioners Wayne Norris 
and R. A. Armistead made, 
seconded and passed the tabling 
motion. 


Norris had earlier made a 


motion not to enter into the 
agreement with the state, but 
this died for the lack of a 
second. 


WHILE ABSTAINING from 


the voting, Johnson did present: 
a petition to the commission 
from 
homeowners 
and 


businessmen along the street 
opposing the change. 


Jack 
Ix>ndon, 
resident 


engineer for the state highway 
department, 
briefed 
the 


commission on state plans for 
the road, adding that he doesn't 
foresee the state forcing the 
road widening if Corsicana does 
not want it. 


According to London, the 7th 


Avenue project is the only 
project in Navarro County to 
receive top priority status as 
the result of the MacKenzie 
Study of approved road projects 
within the state. 


London explained that the 


state has $12 billion in approved 
projects but only $2 billion in 
road construction funds. 


While a top priority item, 


London said 
no funds 
are 


currently allocated for the road 
widening or even a study of the 
project, but that he feels the city 
should be aware of the road's 
priority with the state while 
considering future plans for the 
city. 


London told the commission 


that if it wants a by-pass instead 
of the road widening, com- 
mission members should make 
their feeling known to highway 
department planners. 


REX CARPENTER OF the 


Corsicana Chamber of Com- 
merce was the only person to 
speak during a public hearing 
on the proposal. He said he 
would hate to see the city reject 
the project without having any 
study made or checking any 
alternatives. 


London assured the com- 


mission 
that 
he 
was not 


pressuring the city for the 
widening project. He said, too, 
that if more money becomes 
available for road work other 
Navarro County roads could be 
considered. He said that he 
hadn't received any report as to 
what other road work might be 
impending though. 


Most members of the com- 


mission concurred 
that the 


widening was inevitable but all 
expressed 
concern, 
as did 


London, for the businesses 
which would be adversely ef- 
fected by the project. 


Stroube 
also 
called 
the 


projected $350,000 needed for 
the city to relocate its utilities a 
prohibitive amount. 


As a matter of clarification, 


London told the commission 
that it is the city, and not the 
state, which possesses the right- 
of-way along the street. 


The board was told that the 
district needs 19 buses to make 
the required number of bus runs 
each day, but had only 15 buses 
that were considered in good 
shape. Nine more buses were 
still running, but in poor shape, 
Business Mgr. Euin Frank said, 
and another six buses were 
beyond repair. 


"At this point, we are running 


buses down faster than we are 
replacing them," Culwell told 
the board, "and that means that 
we are getting further behind 
each year." The district nor- 
mally purchases two new buses 
each budget year. The board 
also instructed Frank to ad- 
vertise the six buses which are 
beyond repair for sale, with the 
right to refuse all bids. Those 
buses, by regulation, must be 
offered to other school districts 
through the Board of Control. 
Frank told the board that in 
spite of the fact that the buses 
cannot easily be repaired, they 
have in the past brought as 
much as $350 each when sold. 
Cost for the four new buses will 
be a part of next year's school 
budget, 
and 
will 
not 
be 


delivered until next September. 


THE DISTRICT ALSO took in 


some unexpected money last 


•T 
night, when Safeway Stores 
gave the district a check for 
$1,000 in asking for a 60-day 
extension on the closing of a 
property sale. 


Safeway has agreed to pur- 


chase a portion of the old Sam 
Houston elementary site, but an 
"inter-office 
problem" 
has 


delayed completion of a replat 
proposal. 


A Safeway spokesman said 


the $1,000 was the cover the 
interest the district would lose 
from not having the $100,000 
purchase price in the bank for 
those 60 days. The board ac-

Ennis robbery suspect 
nabbed here after chase 


A two hour car and foot chase involving law 


enforcement agencies from three counties 
and the Texas Highway Patrol ended in the 
capture Tuesday night of a 16-year-old 
Arlington youth in the storage lot of the 
Penney Implement Co. 


According to Navarro County Sheriff's 


Deputy Gary Patterson the chase began 
around 7 p.m. when Deputy Spencer and he 
spotted a car on 1-45 reported stolen by Ennis 
police. 


"We spotted the car just north of the Roane 


Road exit," Patterson said. "We crossed over 
the median and went after him." 


PATTERSON SAYS that he and Spencer

Autopsy report returned 
on Cornelius* death 


A third suspect is still being 


sought in connection with the 
Jan. 7 death of local rancher 
Fred Cornelius, according to 
the Navarro County Sheriff's 
Office. 


A statewide alert was issued 


for 
Michael 
Reagan, 
24, 


following the arrest Saturday 
by Sheriff's deputies of Clyde 
Ray Sawyer, 29, and Thomas 
Honea, 39. All three men are of 
Corsicana. 


District Attorney Pat Bat- 


chelor said today that formal 
charges of aggravated robbery 
were filed against Sawyer and 
Honea Monday. Batchelor said 
the men were charged with 
aggravated 
robbery 
because 


the autopsy report revealed that 
Cornelius suffocated and that 
his office 
could not prove 


murder was intended. 


He added that the charge of 


aggravated robbery carries the 
same weight as that of murder. 


"It's a first degree felony," 


Batchelor said. 


The autopsy report states that 


"Death is considered to be due 
to suffocation due to aspiration 
of vomitus." The reports also 
says that Cornelius struggled to 
free himself from his bonds and 
the struggle resulted in multiple 
abrasions on his face, forehead, 
elbows and knees. The struggle, 
according 
to 
the 
report, 


"caused deep respiration and 
inhalation of dust, probably 
followed by severe coughing 
and then vomiting occurred." 
The gag prevented a normal 
exit for the vomit and the 
autopsy said that it spread to 
the larynx, trachea and bron- 
chi. 


The autopsy adds that Cor- 


nelius had a "severe coronary 
artery disease" and that made 
his heart more susceptible to 
the decrease in oxygen in the 
blood. The report stated that 
"probably" a heart attack was 
the "terminal event."

COLLEGE STATION-Texas 


is fast becoming a breeding 
ground for a serious problem in 
small grain fields, says Dr. 
Dale A. Lovelace, who notes 
that wild oats is the villian that 
has become so prolific in more 
than half a million acres of 
wheat in the Rolling Plains and 
Central Texas Blacklands. 


Lovelace, area agronomist 


for 
the Texas Agricultural 


Extension service, said here 
during the Tenth Annual Texas 
Agricultural Extension Service 
Press Day this past week that 
the wild oat problem extends 
from ditches surrounding wheat 
fields to thick stands in the 
fields themselves. The weed is 
the 
offcast 
brother to the 


domestic 
oats 
that are 
a 


common livestock feed. 


"WILD 
OATS 
ARE 
not 


greeted kindly in any field, and 
there are many reasons for a 
grain farmer to fear a patch of 
wild oats," points out Lovelace. 


Wild 
oats, 
scientifically 


labeled 
Avena 
fatua, 
can 


decrease the sale value of an 
entire crop and reduce yields 
from one-third up to 50 per cent. 
The weed is an extremely 
competitive plant and its seed 
can last for up to six years if left 
on the soil surface, notes the 
agronomist. 


"Plowing the seed under may 


make the problem worse," adds 
Loveless. 
There are a few notable 


control measures which require 
a farmer to remain alert on this 
field pest. First of all, the in- 
vading plant must be properly 


identified. The wild oat seed is 
easy to distinguish from other 
grain 
seed 
although 
the 


vegetative growth of both wild 
and domestic oats is similar. 


"The beginning of a wild oat 


plant can be recognized by the 
counterclockwise direction of 
the first two leaves. Wheat and 
barley twist in the opposite 
direction," reminds Lovelace. 


CHECKING SEED labels can 


also help keep down the wild oat 
problem. However, since the 
wild oat is not considered a 
noxious weed, it is often not 
itemized on the seed bag tag. 
Planting seed infested with wild 


oats can cost a farmer years of 
frustration trying to rid his 
fields of the pest, emphasizes 
the agronomist. 


Unchecked combines can also 


be possible carriers of wild oats 
with the seeds of the plant 
sticking readily to combines 
and thereby transported from 
an infested field to a clean area. 


"If a field is already marred 


by the presence of wild oats, the 
farmer can pull up the plants 
and burn them. But the plants 
must be removed before they 
have time to shatter and spread 
more seeds. So it is best to rogue 
wild oats in the spring," ex- 
plains Lovelace. 


Since the wild oat plant is so 


competitive in growth, it may 
be an asset to the farmer to 
plant an excess of crop seed to 
compete with the invader on a 
higher level. 


Other possibilities suggested 


by the agronomist for dealing 
with wild oats include seeding 
the grain crop later in the fall, 
rotating to summer crops if the 
problem becomes severe, and 
using livestock in a graze-out 
program so that the wild oats 
are not allowed to make seed. 


"Wild oats must be reckoned 


with before they become an 
insurmountable 
problem," 


emphasizes Lovelace. 


Beef prices going up

COLLEGE STATION-While 


beef producers may be eagerly 
looking forward to better year 
in 1977, beef consumers may be 
somewhat uneasy, according to 
Dr. 
Ed 
Uvacek, 
livestock 


marketing specialist with the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Serive here. 


"This rather general attitude 


is the result of recent supply 
and price forecasts for the new 
year," he says, noting that due 
to income losses by both ran- 
ches and feedlots during the last 
several years, consumers have 
actually been provided with 
beef at considerably below its 
production cost. 


Uvacek noted, for example, 


that in 1976 most ranchers lost 
about $50 to $75 per cow. On top 


of that, cattle feeding costs 
were $75 to $100 above final 
sales prices. 


"This means, given the same 


packer and retailer marketing 
margins that existed for the 
year, but assuming producers 
just 
broke even 
on 
their 


animals, the retail price for 
choice beef would have been 
almost $2 per pound. The 
average for this year, however, 
was only $1.39 per pound. 


"Hence, producer losses have 


actually subsidized consumer 
purchases 
of 
beef," 
the 


specialist said. 


These losses have resulted in 


a severe curtailment of cattle 
production, 
according 
to 


Uvacek. Breeding cow herds 
were reduced almost 1.9 million 
head in 1975 and another 2 
million head in 1976. Thus, 


lower supplies of beef this year 
should move prices upwards. 


Uvacek's forecasts for the 


new year are encouraging for 
producers but bad news for 
consumers. Higher beef prices 
are expected until mid-year, 
with April or May price levels 
being 15 to 20 per cent higher 
than currently. Beyond mid- 
year, the market trend should 
be down only slightly. 


"There is a strong possibility 


that many ranchers will not 
only cover costs, but may even 
make some money. Cattle 
feedlots, likewise, are expected 
to do better and losses should be 
rare. This improved economic 
picture for producers means, 
however, that consumers must 
be ready to pay substantially 
higher prices for beef in 1977," 
Uvacek says. 


for 1975. A cash dividend of $2 
per share was paid to the bank's 
stockholders during 1976. 


We are very optimistic about 


the future growth of the bank 
and the Corsicana area during 
the coming year," Hooser said.

"THE IDEA OF Adult Sitter 


Clinics began at the grass roots 
level about two years ago," 
Mrs. Blair notes. 


L,ay leaders that form County 


Committees on Aging in three 
Texas counties identified two 
special problems they wanted to 
solve. 


First, many elderly people in 


their communities needed care 
and attention, but they didn't 
need a trained nurse. There was 
no one to call on, no one

Screwworm infestation on upswing since 1972

livestock pest problem since 
Texas was colonized, and much 
early research that ultimately 
led to successful screwworm 
control was done in the state. 


After successfully testing the 


concept of releasing irradicated 
sterile male screwwcrm flies to 
check native fly populations in 
the Caribbean and Southeastern 
United States, the eradication 
program was launched in Texas 
during February' of 1962. 


Before 
the 
program 
was 


initiated, it was estimated that 


screwworms 
cost 
livestock 


producers in excess of $100 
million annually in death losses 
of animals, poor animal per- 
formance 
and 
labor 
and 


pesticides 
costs. 
Wildlife 


populations, particularly deer, 
were also greatly suppressed by 
the 
screwworm, 
says 


McWhorter. 


The Extension Service helped 


develop 
early 
education 


programs 
for 
livestock 


producers, sportsmen and the 
general 
public 
describing 


benefits 
of 
screwworm 


eradication. 


McWhorter says immediate 


reduction of screwworm cases 
was evident as the program got 
underway. In recent years, the 
trend has reversed. Livestock 
owners in 1972 had more than 
90,000 cases confirmed through 
the United States Department 
of Agriculture lab at Mission. 
The ensuing four years have 
emphasized the necessity of 
managing 
the 
screwworm 


through 
an 
integrated 
ap- 


proach, says the entomologist. 


Factors 
affecting 
the 
in- 


cidence 
of 
screwworm 


throughout the state include 
changes in animal breeding 
practices that often produce 
young during periods of peak 
screwworm fly activity, animal 
surgery practices that should be 
postponed 
until winter, 
fall

wounds, and relatively mild 
winters during the past several 
years 
that 
allowed 
the 


screwworms to overwinter in 
areas as far north as the Texas 
Hill Country.

feeding wounds in the ears of 
cattle—have

Seventh Avenue widening criticized

A proposal to widen W. Hwy 31 from 34th Street to the central 


business district is being met with strong disapproval by 
businesses and residences along the street, a Daily Sun 
telephone survey indicates. 


The Texas Highway Department has asked Corsicana city 


officials to consider the installation of a continuous left turn lane 
along the stretch of highway, which was called the "biggest 
bottleneck between Waco and Tyler." The paving would be paid 
for with state highway funds, but the city would be responsible 
for footing the bill to relocate all utility service along the con- 
struction route. 


But the project would also require businesses and residents 


residences along the way to give up seven feet of property on 
each side of the road, an idea which is apparently not popular 
with those concerned. 


Those businesses and residents would receive no money from 


the state for that seven foot of land, because Texas already owns 
the right-of-way needed for the project. 


THE CITY IS SLATED to consider the question when they 


meet Tuesday afternoon, and they face opposition from 
businesses and homeowners in the form of petitions which are 
being circulated along the route urging commissioners to reject 
the idea. If the city vetoes the proposal, the State will likely not 
precede with the work. 


Of the 21 residents and businesses contacted by telephone, 


only two indicated approval of the project, four more indicated 
"mixed feelings" about the proposal, and 15 strongly opposed 
the idea. 


"I think it's a nice idea, and I might be in favor of it if I didn't 


own a business along the road," (owner of the Old Mexican Inn,) 
Julius Flores commented. "But I don't like it a bit, because I 


have seen how long it takes for these type projects. The work 
they just completed (on Hwy. 31, west of 34th) took about two 
years to get done, and that project has hurt my business." 


"THEY'VE ALREADY TAKEN some of my property once 


before," commented resident Albert W. Galloway, "and if they 
take any more my front door will be on the highway. I'm 
definitely opposed to it." 


Galloway's neighbor, Claude T. Crowley, echoed those sen- 


timents, saying that if the work is done "I'll be able to reach out 
my front door and shake hands with the people driving by." 


Many of the businesses along the route said that the big thing 


involved was the loss of parking space. 


Brantley Humbert, manager at The Hickory House, says he 


hasn't given the matter too much thought, adding that his 
business will "lose a little parking." 


Humbert feels he can make the necessary adjustments should 


the street be widened. Humbert also wants to make sure that if 
the street is widened in front of his business that the widening 
will be carried out through town. 


"I DON'T WANT THEM to do it," said Garnett Davis, 


manager of Little Italy Restaurant. "It will cost me parking 
spaces that I need. It might increase traffic by the restaurant, 
but I depend more on local business than I do the transient 
business." 


"It would sure hurt my business," Edwin Phinney, of Phin- 


ney's Shell. "You take seven footoff this property and I'll nearly 
be out in the street." 


Ernest Douglas, of Douglas Food Store, was one of the four 


people contacted who said he had mixed feelings about the idea. 


"I'm kind of mixed about it," he said. "I don't think my 


business would be hurt by it, but I understand that there are 
some who would be. I want what's best for the town, but I think 
the city commission ought to consider the businesses and 
residents before they decide to do it." 


Douglas added that if it was a question of safety, he would 


favor the work over the requirements of businesses. 


"THEY'VE ALREADY GOT two lanes, and taking another 


would put me right on the street," resident Mrs. Gladys Price 
said. "I'm very much against it. I don't know why they want 
more." 


"Seven foot would take off about half my front yard," com- 


mented Mrs. James D. McQueen, "and I'm against it because of 
that. It would be nice if there weren't so many buildings along 
the way, but I can't move my house back any further because I'd 
be in the next man's yard." 


Several of those contacted noted that traffic along the high- 


way is heavy, but most still opposed the move. 


"I feel like the traffic is already in my door," Helen Kirby, of 


the Fireside Gift Shoppe said. "I know we need the street 
widened, but I'm kind of mixed about the idea. What we could 
really use is some rule against turning left across the yellow 
line. That would help stop a lot of the cong estion." 


"IT WOULD PROBABLY help some with the traffic," said the 


manager of the Sonic Drive-in, "but it would hurt us because it 
would knock our sign out and reduce the number of (serving) 
stalls we have." 


Ronald Hollingsworth, manager of Eckerd Drugs, said he felt 


the whole idea was a waste of time and money. 


"They will most probably build a loop around the city (an idea 


which has also been discussed) within 10 years," he said, "so I 
don't see the point in doing this anyway. It would hurt my 
parking situation seriously. I think it's a waste of time and 
money." 


Mrs. Mildred Fread, manager of the Jones & Kidd Oil Co. 


station, said she doesn't have enough room now and "certainly 
wouldn't favor it." 


Businesses such as the Sirloin Stockade, Kentucky Fried 


Chicken, and Corsicana Marine Boats & Motors also opposed the 
move because of the reduction in parking space, but Geneva 
Cook of the Inlook Outlet store said she favored the move 
because of the heavy volume of traffic on Hwy 31.
